Budget 
In Levee 


District 


A 1971 operating budget of 
$1,490,275 — the largest in the 
district's history—has been filed 
for public inspection by the 
East Side Levee and Sanitary 
District. 

The new budget is $197,000 
higher than the $1,293,275 budget 
and appropriation bill adopted 
a year ago for the +1970 fiscal 
year which ended Dec. 1. The 
levee dis‘rict's fiscal year is 
the same as the calendar year. 

The budget is subject to a 
public hearing and official 
adoption by the levee board of 
trustees early in February. 
Date for the public hearing has 
not been determined, Custom- 
arily, adoption of the budget is 
voted by the levee board in a 
special meeting immediately 
following the public hearing. 

That part of the budget now 
on file at the levee district of- 
fices in East St. Louis covers 
only projected expenses for the 
1971 fiscal year which began 
Jan. 1. Tabulation of projected 
income, bond payments and 
other phases of the district’s fi- 
nancial prospectus will not be 
available until the hearing. 


Project Costs Higher 

Budgeted for project costs 
throughout the bi-county dis- 
trict, which includes Granite 
City, Venice, Nameoki and part 
of Chouteau townships in Madi- 
son county, is a total of $620,350, 
an increase of $58,450 appropri- 
ated for project operations dur- 
ing 1970. Costs for district proj- 
ects are divided among 28 dif- 
ferent jobs on which mainte- 
nance expenditures are re- 
quired, according to the budget 
bil 

The new appropriation does 
not indicate salary raises in ad- 
ministration, engineering and 
police departments of the. dis- 
trict, but for general mainte- 
nance purposes salaries are list- 
ed in the new budget at $185,000. 
up from last year’s $170,000. 
The overall budget for general 
maintenance purposes is listed, 
however, at $373,450, only $2,300 
higher than last year’s $371,150. 

Total administration costs 
are budgeted at $149,929, with 
$63,600 of the amount in sala- 
ries, compared with last year’s 
total administration appropria- 
tion of $181,975, of which a like 
amount of $63,600 represented 
salaries. 

The budget for administra- 
tion purposes includes a $15,000 
item for “professional services- 
Jegal,” the same as that includ- 
ed in the 1970 budget. The ad- 
ministration budget also  in- 
cludes $11,500 for printing ordi-

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Army to Move Utility Lines for 


Great River Road; Highway Work 
To Be on State’s 1972 Schedule

Clearance of an easement and 
utility line problem that has 
held up progress on construc- 
tion on Federal Aid Route 151 
(The Great River Road) from 
Niedringhaus Avenue in Gran- 
ite City to Venice was resolved 
in Washington Friday. 

Congressman Melvin Price 
(D, East St. Louis), whose aid 
in obtaining easements through 
the Granite City Army Depot 
was sought by a delegation of 
Quad-City area municipal and 
civic officials, said the General 
Services Administration has ap- 
proved an agreement under 
which an easement: through the 
easterly front of the Depot’ area 
will be provided for the Route 
151 extension. 

Robert Kronst, chief engineer 
of Illinois Highway District 
Eight at French Village, told 
the Press-Record the action will 
allow scheduling of the. exten- 
sion of the Great River Road in 
the 1972 work schedule of the 
Illinois Division of Highways. 
No work has been done on 
Route 151 since’ completion 
more than a year ago of that 
section of the highway from 
Pontoon Road to Niedringhaus 
Avenue. 

Cong. Price's office in Wash- 
ington said that it had been in- 
formed by the General Services 
Administration that the agree- 
ments necessary to providing 
the easements through the 
Army Depot have been signed 
and referred to the GSA dis- 
trict office at Omaha, Neb. 

Omaha, in turn, wil certify 
the agreement to the St. Louis 
Division, Army Corps of Engi- 
neers, which will be responsible 
for the work necessary to clear- 
ing the highway easement. 

Clear Easement 

Kronst explained that the 

problem of providing the ease-

ment is not a simple one and 
that work of clearing the prop- 
erty for state use will require 
from eight months to a year. 

“The major problem involved 
in obtaining this easement was 
not simply that of obtaining 
government permission for ac- 
cess of the highway through the 
Depot territory,” Kronst re- 
lated. 

“The territory we require for 
the highway slices through the 
easterly front of the Army 
Depot and will require the re- 
location of utility lines, streets, 
sewers, railroad tracks and 
other obstacles. 

“The approval of the GSA is 
the culmination of a number 


of meetings in which city of- 
ficials and representatives of 
other agencies in the Quad- 
Cities discussed the problem 
months ago with highway of- 
ficials, representatives of the 
Department of Defense, . the 
GSA, and Cong. Price.”” 

Kronst said the agreement ap- 


‘proved by the GSA provides for 


the Army Corps of Engineers 
to begin the job of relocating 
the utilities, streets and other 
impediments to clear the stretch 
needed for construction of the 
southerly extension of FA Route 
151 


“T expect it will take at least 
eight months before this. work 
can be completed,” Kronst told 


the Press-Record, “Once it is 
done, then we can begin plan- 
ning for construction of the 
highway, which |will take an- 
other six months. | 
“In other words, it will be 
more than a year before work 
gets under way, but this clears 
the way for us tq get started.”

Pay 46% of Cost 

The levee district is ‘now 
made up of Granite City, Name- 
oki and Venice townships and 
part of Chouteau township in 
Madison County, and Canteen, 
Stites and Centerville townships 
and most of East St. Louis 
township im St. Clair. 

In recent years, Quad-City 
area taxpayers living in the dis- 
trict have been paying about 
46% of the district’s overall tax 
bill, although approximately 
85%, of the district’s business is 
done in St. Clair County. 

Whitsell pointed out that after 
he suggested the county division 
of the district about a_month 
ago, “Dr. Lee (John E. Lee, 
mayor of Venice), Mayor Sasyk 
(Mike Sasyk of Maidson) and 
others said they were all for it. 


“J thought the ball would get 
rolling—but nothing happened,” 
Whitsell said. | 

The town clerk said he has 
received an increasing number 
of complaints of the lack of 
services from the levee district, 
for the Nameoki| area, despite 
the fact that Nameoki township 
taxpayers “pay about $100,000 
of the levee district tax bill 
every year. 

“I think that new legislation 
is the only direction we can 
take in this matter, since we 
realize. that we still have an 
obligation to help pay off exist 
ing bond obligation of the levee 
district,” Whitsell said. 

“1 don’t think the people are 
trying to get out of paying what 
they are obligated to pay, but 
the time has come when we 
don’t want to see the debt climb 
any higher, especially when 
none of us have anything to say 
about’ it,” the town clerk re- 
marked.

A major item in this year’s 
appropriation is $140,00 project- 
ed as the cost of a district-wide 
election of levee district trust- 
ees. A special election next 
June has been ordered by, Gov- 
ernor Richard B. Ogilvie who 
holds the trusteeships have 
been vacated by the circuit 
court conviction of the present 
four trustees on charges of mis- 
conduct in office.

The combined departmental 
budgets of $620,350 for project 
costs $149,925 for administra- 
tion, $56,550 for engineering, 
$373,450 for general mainte- 
nance and $71,000 for the police 
department present a total of 
$1,271,275 for the general fund.

The 1970 departmental totals 
were $561,900 for project costs,

ment—for a total general fund 
budget,.of $1,244,275. 

Added to these items were 
$55,000 for municipal Retire- 
ment, $14,000 for auditing and 
$10,000 for liability insurance— 
for a total overall budget of 
$1,293,275, Last year's budget 
originally was published at a 
total of $ , but this 
amount later was amended 
when a $30,000 appropriation 
scheduled for a Madison county 
project was dropped. 

In addition to the amount 
budgeted for operating costs in 
the new budget, levee district 
taxpayers also will be charged 
slightly more than $1 million 
more to meet bond payments.

clerks of the two counties in the 
district under original bonding 
ordinances.

He filed a second time as an 
independent candidate for su- 
pervisor after State’s Attorney 
R. W. Griffith sent letters to all 
town officials notifying them 
there will be no election of as- 
sistant supervisors this year. 

Change Election Schedule 

This results from an attorney 
general's opinion based on re- 
districting requirements which 
will cut the Madison County 
Board to a maximum of, 29 
members in 1972. 

The attorney general held 
that incumbent assistant super- 
visors will remain in office un- 
til the 1972 changeover. This 
will eliminate the election this 
year of three assistnt supervi- 
sors in Granite City, one in 
Venice and one in Nameoki 
township. 

Edgar Patrick, now Nameoki 
town collector, also is reported 
circulating petitions as a candi- 
date for supervisor, substantiat- 
ing reports that he has broken 
with the incumbent town board 
faction headed by Whitsell, with 
which Patrick was elected’ col- 
lector in 1969. 

The battle for political su- 
premacy in Nameoki township 
dates back to, and before the 
1969 township election in which 
Whitsell was elected town clerk 
and three other members of the 
town board — Kenneth Geison, 
Douglas Teetor and Robert 
Beedle—were elected over the 
incumbent faction of town board 
members headed by Briggs. 

Since Briggs did not have to 
run for re-election at that time, 
he has been a: lone opponent 
against the combined political 
onslaught of the town board. His 
only associate still in office has 
been Hanks, who also was a 
holdover in 1969. 

Bill Payment Disagreement 

The town board has made re- 
peated political attacks against 
Briggs, particularly in regard 
to procedure in handling town- 
ship accounts and payment of 
bills 

In the last seven meetings of 
the town board, Briggs has been 
present only one time. That was 
two weeks ago when a dispute 
over bill payments ended with 
Briggs walking out of the meet- 
ing without an official adjournn- 
ment. 

Patrick is reported to have 
broken with Whitsell and the 
incumbent town board faction 
over the propriety of town board 
procedure and other issues and 
is reported to be running for 
supervisor without help from 
any major organized group. 

Hanks, on the other hand, has 
some political support in the 
township-and might give Whit- 
sell difficulty in the supervisor 
contest. He also has not attend- 
ed a number of town board 
meetings during the last few 
months

offenders. 

The jurors asked that more 
effort be applied to complete 
conversion of the tuberculosis 
sanitarium into a nursing home 
as present nursing ‘home facili- 
ties are inadequate.

Cites Aid for Filing 
Social Security Forms 


Ralph Brasher, district man- 
ager of the East St. Louis Soc- 
ial Security Office offers a 
helpful reminder to those self- 
employed persons who are ap- 
plying for monthly payments 
or for Medicare protection. He 
advises them to bring along 
a copy of their 1970 tax return. 

This will allow their 1970 
earnings to be counted in fig- 
uring their benefit amount. 
However, Brasher cautioned 
people who are reaching, 65 
years of age not to delay fi 
ing for benefits because they 
have not yet filed.their 1970 
tax return. To do so, he said, 
may cause them to lose valu- 
able medical protection for 
some months. 

Everyone who is applying for 
retirement benefits, Brasher 
said, should have proof of his 
age to establish his, right to 
the benefit. This is usally a 
birth ceritficate near the time 
of birth or a infant baptismal 
certificate. If these documents 
are not available, Brasher said, 
his office will be glad to help 
people get other proofs.

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Tax Tables Reflect 
Low Income Changes 


The Federal income tax tables 
for 1970 take into account the 
low. income allowance added to 
the law by the Tax Reform Act 
of 1969. As a result, said Jay 
G. Philpott, district director of 
Internal Revenue for Central 
and Southern Illinois, taxpayers 
do not have to figure the low- 
income allowance. 

For 1970, the maximum low 
income allowance is $1,100, The 
effect of the $1,100 allowance 
and the $625 personal exemption 
on a single person with no de- 
pendents is to eliminate liability 
for tax until income reaches 
$1,725, ($2,350 for a single per- 
son 65 or over.) 

Mr. Philpot said the tables 
reflect whichever is the larger 
for each income bracket — the 
low-income allowance or the 
percentage standard deduction. 
The tax table covers income up 
to $10,000. Until this year, tax 
tables covered income under 
$5,000. 

Taxpayers with incomes of 
$10,000 or more or who expect 
itemize deductions will continue 
to compute their own tax in- 
stead of using tables.

T-Year Low in Steel 
Employment Reached 


Domestic steel employment 
hit a seven-year low in Novem- 
ber 1970, according to Ameri- 
can Iron and Steel Institute. A 
new report by the Institute 
showed that the number of 
wage and salaried employes on 
industry payrolls dropped 15,477 
during the month—to. 505,499 
persons. This was domestic 
steel’s lowest employment total 
since November 1963. 

Wage and salary payments 
in November 1970 totaled $407,- 
960,000 — a drop of $27,256,000 
from October. Through the first 
11 months of 1970, domestic 
steel wage and salary payments 
had reached $4,82},117,000 — 
compared with $4,884,782,000 for 
the same period of 1969, 

Other highlights of the Insti- 
tute’s steel employment report 
include: 

Total employment costs per 
hour worked by hourly em- 
ployees: 

$5.80 in November 1970 com- 
pared with $5.38 average for 
1969, The employe benefits 
cluded in the figure (pensions, 
insurance, supplemental unem- 
ployment benefits, the nonpay- 
roll portion of savings and va- 
cation plan costs and legally re- 
quired payroll taxes) are partly 
estimated. 

Average hours worked per 
week by wage earners: 

35.2 hours in November, com- 
pared with 36.4 hours in Octo- 
ber and 37.2 hours in Septem- 
ber. 

The data covers only em- 
ployes engaged in production 
and marketing of steel and ex- 
cludes mining and nonsteel em- 
ployees in companies having 
such operations.

Sought; Progress Made on Postal Granite Cihy Presa-Rerord 
Service Efficiency, New Agencies 


By U. S. SENATOR CHARLES H. PERCY 


Additional comments on 
past year: 

Protectionists in Congress 
made a strong effort to legis- 
late import quotas and thereby 
reverse the commitment to 
freer trade that has character- 
ized American policy for more 
than three decades. 


Fortunately, however, it be- 
came apparent in the waning 
days of the 9lst Congress that 
the trade bill, which I strénu- 
ously opposed and, fought on 
“the floor of the Senate, would 

, Not be adopted by the Senate, 

My objections to the bill were 
numerous: 

It would have increased our 
already dangerous rate of in- 
flation; it would have protected 
the inefficient and, of prime im- 
portance to the economy of our 
state, it unquestionably would 
have led to retaliatory action by 
the European nations and Ja- 
pan against American agricul- 
tural exports, particularly soy- 
beans and corn from Illinois. 

In my judgment, the death of 
the trade bill in the 91st Con- 
gress—it would have carried us 
back to the disastrous days of 
the Smoot-Hawley legislation of 
the 1930s—represents a major 
victory for the people of Illinois. 

Since my last yearly report, 
Congress has faced up to its 
responsibilities. in many areas, 
passing several notable pieces 
of landmark legislation. We 
failed in other areas. 

Though the pace with which 
we conducted the nation’s busi- 
ness was often exasperatingly 
slow, we managed—only par- 
tially because of the first lame- 
duck session in nearly two dec- 
ades—to write what I deem to 
be on balance a positive rec- 
ord on domestic legislation. 

One reason for this assess- 
ment of the second session of 
the 91st Congress was the broad 
effort which -we made to dig 
into the fundamental structure 
of government and make it 
more responsive. 

‘Again, there were some frus- 
trations, in the form of sound 
reforms that were rejected or 
smothered by procedural tac- 
tics, but there were several 
encouraging developments 

Welfare 

Let me begin with the most 
revolutionary reform and the 
one which, at this writing, ap- 
pears destined to be my princi- 
pal disappointment—the Family 
Assistance Plan, President Nix- 
on’s proposal for a thorough 
overhaul of our archaic welfare 
system. " 

This nation’s present pub- 
lic assistance programs are 
a moral, economic and ad- 
ministrative disgrace. 

They promote family 
breakup, destroy the will to 
work, degrade the recipient 
through a series of demean- 
ing eligibility tests and di- 
minish us as a people by 
their very existence. 

The Family Assistance 
Plan would place a $1,600 
federal floor under welfare 
payments, ending the wide 
disparity that exists be- 
tween states such as Illinois 
and Mississippi. 

It contains strong work 
incentives, which would 
help move many thousands 
of Americans off the wel- 
fare rolls and onto payrolls, 
where they would contribute 
to the support of their com- 
unities rather than being 
supported by them. 

It offers job training to the 
unskilled and provides day care 
facilities for working mothers 
with small children. 

In sum, it rebuilds the ma- 
chinery of the welfare system 
from the ground up, and repre- 
sents one of the most signifi- 
cant pieces of social legislation 
since the 1930s. 

Because I believe so deeply 
in the need for welfare reform, 
I was dismayed as we moved 
into the final days before ad- 
journment by the failure of the 
Senate to enact the Family As- 
sistance Plan. 

But the bill has passed the 
House, hearings have been held 
in the Senate and it has been 
offered for purposes of debate 
on the Senate floor, with my 
sponsorship. | am confident that 
it will become law in the new 
Congress. 

Postal service: 

The Post Office department, 

with its chronic deficits and its 
labyrinthine political arrange- 
was recreated in 1970 
as the United States Postal 
Service, an independent estab- 
lishment within the executive 
branch. 

Hopefully now, through im- 
plementation of modern busi- 
ness techniques, and by taking 
politics out of the Post Office, 
the American people will begin 
to receive the type of efficient 
mail service that has been de- 
nied them for too long. 

Social. Security: 

Basic reform also’ seems cer- 
tain to come to the Social Se- 
curity system. 

Widespread support developed 
in 1970 for my bill, introduced 
originally in 1967, to establish a 
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the 


permanent “escalator” provi- 
sion, which would insure that 
benefits increase at a pace 
consistent with increases in the 
cost of living. 

This would mean that the el- 
derly, who, because of their 
fixed’ incomes, have paid a 
tragically high cost for infla- 
tion, would be able to plan their 
financial futures with greater 
confidence. 

Congress recognizes the need 
to raise the earnings limitation 
beyond which Social Security 
recipients begin to lose their 
benefits: 

While this would be a wel- 
come step, 
limitation eventually should be 
phased out altogether. 

To tell individuals who have 
contributed to our economic 
system for four decades or 
more that they cannot receive 
their full Social Security bene- 
fits unless they sharply curtail 
their work activities is to au- 
thorize an unconscionable waste 
of our national talents and ex- 
perience. 

Executive reorganization: 

To streamline the functioning 
of the executive branch, Con- 
gress approved President Nix- 
on’s proposals for an Office of 
Management and Budget and 
an Environmental Protection 
Agency. : 

As a member of the Senate 
Committee on Government op- 
erations, I worked closely with 
the Administration on these 
basic organizational reforms. 

The office of Manage- 
ment and Budget absorbed 
all of the functions of the 
Bureau of the Budget, but 
also contains within it a 
new Domestic Council—a 
priority-setting mechanism 
for domestic affairs compa- 
rable to the National Secur- 
ity Council that operates 
in the realm of foreign 
affairs. 

The Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency consolidated 
all major programs to com- 
bat pollution in a single 
agency independent of exist- 
ing departments, paving the 
way for a unified battle to 
save our environment and 
eliminating a jungle of over- 
lapping jurisdictions. 

Neither of these new agencies 
has attracted a great deal of 
public attention, but it is difficult 
to overstate their importance. 

In an era when many thought- 
ful Americans have begun to 
scrutinize seriously our national 
goals and values in an attempt 
to decide which of them deserve 
precedence, it is vital that there 
be machinery within the gov- 
ernment to sift priorities and 
make recommendations to the 
President. 

Similarly, with the evolution 
of the environment issue into a 
national crusade, with its hav- 
ing moved to its’ rightful posi- 
tion near the top of our list of 
priorities, it.is imperative that 
there be an effective institution- 
al basis for sound environ- 
mental management, 

Congressional reform: 

The movement toward reform 
even extended into Congress, 
with passage of the Legislative 
Reorganization Act, the first 
congressional reform measure 
since 1946; 

The new law opens more of 
the operations of the legislative 
branch to public examination 
by insuring that the voting 
positions of Congressmen are 
publicly revealed, takes steps 
to expedite legislative proceed- 
ings, modernizes the processing 
of federal fiscal and budgetary 
data, increases staff assistance 
and establishes a Joint Com- 
mittee on Congressional Opera- 
tions to continue the study of 
Congressional functioning. 

Change is so rare in Con- 
gress that even a modicum 
of institutional reform must 
be applauded. 

But the problem of revita- 
lizing Congress, making it 
more responsive to the will 
of the people, is far from 
solved. 

The seniority system, 
which rewards longevity 
and the accident of resi- 
dence in a one-party state, 
is a pervasive—and often 
stultifying—influence on our 
operations. It must be modi- 
fied. 

We must make all of our pro- 
cedures more democratic if we 
are to regain the confidence of 
an. increasingly skeptical public. 

It was the absence of demo- 
cratic procedures in Congress 
which was responsible, in my 
view, for our failure to enact 
three additional pieces of valu- 
able reform legislation. 

I strongly supported each of 
these measures and will work 
for their adoption in the 92nd 
Congress. 

Consumer protection: 

The first of these, the Con- 
sumer Protection Act, was the 
product of eight months of work 
in the Senate Government Op- 
erations Committee, upon which 
I serve. 

It- was overwhelmingly ap- 
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Johnson Road and a small part of the east- 
west section.

Traffic Control Inadequate at Crash Scene 
Where Two Maryville School Girls Were Hit 


The tragic occurrence as Maryville Grade 
School pupils were starting home on the after- 
noon of Jan. 19 directs new attention to the 
“no man’s land” hazards and service jinade- 
guacies resulting from failure to extend munici- 
pal boundaries outward as new subdivisions 
are built. 

The school is a part of Granite City but 
the neighborhood it serves is unincorporated— 
and there is only limited traffic control on 
Maryville Road, a four-lane concrete highway. 
There were no adult guards on duty as two 
school girls walked eastward in the crosswalk.

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Salvation Army to Continue Its Downtown 
Welfare Center, Construct New Citadel 


At the time initial plans for a Salvation 
Army capital fund drive were reported, we sug- 
gested that all keep in mind the Corps’ obliga- 
tions in the neighborhood of its present citadel. 
Subsequently, planning focused’ on a two-center 
operation,’ with welfare and emergency serv- 
ices still provided at the existing building and 
other phases of the program to be conducted 
at a proposed new building. 

An additional development, last week, 
was the decision to establish a committee to 
consider all possible locations for a new citadel. 
With $105,000 raised for the $255,000 con- 
struction project through legacies and gifts, a 
campaign for the remaining $150,000 will be 
launched with a dinner Wednesday night. 

The proposal appears likely to receive ex- 
tensive public support because of the high local 
regard for Salvation Army ideals and because 
the size and condition of the present citadel 
have restricted helpful activity programs for 
young and old. Program participation in the 
past five years has increased by more than 
40%, causing serious overcrowding. 

Local labor unions in 1943 rehabilitated 
an abandoned union hall and gave it to the 
Salvation Army. It served well as a citadel 
until population growth rendered it inadequate. 
With union, business, organization and individ- 
ual support, it is hoped to successfully conclude 
the 1971 capital fund drive within a short 
time. 


No Basis for Long Delay in Proceeding with 
Widening, Paving Remainder of Johnson Road 


Alderman Sam Whitmer is right in his con- 
cern over the progress of the proposed Johnson 
Road widening. It has been regarded by city 
officials and citizens for years as, in 
Whitmer's words, priority street 
project.” 

It is understandable that he is ‘‘getting 
tired of sitting here waiting for the right-of- 
way.’ But we disagree with his next comment 
that “if they don’t want the improvement, then 
I think we shortly should move off the Johnson 
Road project and use the money to move onto 
other things.” 

What must be considered is 
good, not just the wishes of a 
owners who are causing the delay. 

The overwhelming majority of ‘‘they” see 
the need for a wider, smoother, more durable 
street surface along the north-south portion of 
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lane, passing several cars that had been halted 
to turn left into the school grounds, crashed 
into the two, knocking them through the air 
for many feet. A seven-year-old was fatally 
hurt and a nine-year-old was critically injured. 

There is no way to rationalize such injury 
and loss of life; it should not have been al- 
lowed to happen. Hindsight shows the obvious 
need for better marking of crossings. Maryville 
Road near the school has only a “school zone 
—20 miles per hour” sign and a “school 
crossing” sign with no traffic light or school 
stop sign. 

There also is an urgent need for all motor- 
ists to stop taking it for granted that no autos 
will be encountered at intersections, that no 
pedestrians will step out from behind parked or 
stopped vehicles, that nothing unexpected will 
occur. 

In school areas and elsewhere, needless 
risks are created by drivers every day, hurrying 
on supposedly important missions which could 
not possibly exceed in importance the need to 
proceed with safety, the need to protect and 
preserve human lives. 

In 25 years at the Press-Record we have 
reported hundreds of traffic deaths, many of 
them youngsters struck down before they could 
become aware that a car was approaching, be- 
fore they had grown old enough to acquire 
adult pedestrians’ ability to perceive and avoid 
street, parking lot and driveway dangers. 

None of these sad stories has been easy 
to write, and all have impressed us as extra 
tragic because of the gnawing thought that 
probably more could have been done to pre- 
vent them.

‘Peace, Love’ Platform May Not Be Enough 


“Peace and love.’ Not a bad platform, 
but we don't think it will get Walter Dakin 
Williams of Collinsville elected U. S. senator 
from Illinois in 1972, any more than his efforts 
succeeded in 1968 or 1970. 

With all due respect to Mr. Williams and 
his brother, playwright Tennessee Williams, 
who always seems to get mentioned in the 
campaigns, it is a lost cause and he knows it. 

To successfully mount a race for mem- 
bership in the “most exclusive club’ requires 
not only an alert mind and good intentions, 
which he has, but a broad base of public 
backing, which he lacks. 

In a democracy, nobody should be dis- 
couraged from running for office, at least once, 
but we find it difficult to see why in this case 
he is going to bother to seek the Democratic 
nomination to oppose Senator Percy. 


proved in the Senate, by a vote 
of 74-4, but was killed by a 7-7 
tie vote in the House Rules 
Committee, which is far from 
representative of the House as 
a whole. 

This bill represented the best 
thinking of both the Administra- 
tion ‘and of a bipartisan group 
of Senators. 

It would have spelled an end 
to the haphazard attempts to 
deal with consumer problems 
through the establishment of a 
Council. of Consumer Advisers, 
a Consumer Protection Agency, 
a program of consumer protec- 
tion grants to state, local and 
private organizations, and vari- 
ous other progressive features. 

Yet this strong, fair bill is 
dead because the votes of seven 
men denied the full House of 
Representatives any opportunity 
to consider it—an absurd result. 

And the beleaguered consum- 
er is left to be protected by the 
uncoordinated efforts of some 
34 different departments and 
agencies in the federal govern- 
ment. 

Electoral reform 

The electoral reform bill, 
which would have amended the 
Constitution by abolishing the 
antiquated Electoral College 
and providing for the direct, 
popular election of the Presi- 
dent, was a victim of verbosity. 

It was talked to death in the 
Senate after passage in the 
House. 

We ‘are now faced with 
the specter of an election in 
1972 in which a candidate 
without a pluarilty could be 
elected President, a para- 
lyzing possibility which the 
1968 presidential _ election 
should tell us is not remote. 
The 1968 election had brought 

the need for reform to the fore, 
and yet the clear wishes of the 
people—as expressed in numer- 
ous polls—and the majority of 
Congress were thwarted be- 
cause of our inability in the 
Senate to find enough votes to 
shut off a filibuster on the 
issue. 

We were not defeated on the 
merits of the issue, but by a 
procedural requirement — the 
need for a two-thirds vote to 
close off debate — and I was 

t 


reminded again of the overrid- 
ing need for an easing of the 
cloture rule. 

Revenue sharing: 

In 1967, I was one of the 
earliest sponsors of legislation 
providing for the sharing of 
federal revenues with the state 
and local governments, and I 
was distressed again this year 
by the failure of this key pro- 
posal to emerge from the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 

I do not believe that all 
wisdom resides in the fed- 
eral government; there are 
many local problems which 
can best be attacked at the 
local level. 

But the state and local 
governments with growing 
problems and a desperate 
shortage of new revenue, 
must have federal financial 
assistance, with no “strings” 
attached, if they are to 
launch innovative programs 
and resume their proper 
roles as full partners in the 
federal system. 

Revenue sharing has the full 
support of President Nixon and 
an almost unanimous endorse- 
ment from the chief executives 
of the states, counties and mu- 
nicipalities. of this country. 

I strongly suspect that it also 
would be approved by a ma- 
jority of both houses of Con- 
gress. But we will never know 
if my feeling is correct until the 
revenue sharing concept is per- 
mitted to stand or fall on its 
merits by a vote in both the 
House and Senate. 

Almost every major piece of 
domestic legislation can be con- 
strued as a reform measure, 
since it affects to some degree 
the way in which government 
approaches a particular nation- 
al problem. 

Consequently, there were 
many new laws or amendments 
passed by the second session of 
the 91st Congress which might 
properly fall under the rubric 
of reform. Under any heading, 
however, they constituted sig- 
nificant, forward-looking Con- 
gressional action. 

Let me touch on these meas- 
ures, all of which I either co- 
sponsored or actively supported, 
and mention their principal pro- 
visions in the next article.

SPORTSMEN DEDICATED 
TO CONSERVING ANIMALS 
To the Editor: 

In reply to a letter in The 
Forum Jan, 18, “Hunting Film 
Was Brutal.” I have a few 
things to say in defense of the 
sportsman “with the big gun.” 

In 1908, the antelope in the 
West was just about extinct, The 
sportsman and conservationist, 
together, closed to everyone the 
season on antelope. 

Today, antelopes flourish be- 
cause of the protection given to 
them from monies provided by 
the government and the man 
“with the big gun.” 

In Missouri, deer, turkey and, 
yes, black bear had just about 
gone the way, of pure air, until 
the conservationists and the 
sportsman began to put money 
into the preservation of these 
animals in things such as food 
plots on state-owned land and 
ponds dug by hired help. 

Today, because of this effort, 
deer and turkey are at an all- 
time peak in that state, and the 
black bear is starting to come 
back. 

The sportsman uses a large- 
caliber gun to insure himself 
of a clean, quick kill with a 
well-placed shot. 

‘As for the animal being at a 
disadvantage, I assure you, if 
you haven't’ stalked Wyoming 
antelope, or a big mule deer, a

Everyone is always talking 
and reading about the wonder- 
ful Park ‘District programs 
that are so beneficial to the 
community —which is true. 
These programs, however, are 
not always handled in. the ap- 
propriate manner. 

For instance, there is the 
case of the young men of our 
community who are enrolled in 
the Park District’s basketball 
program. It has been rumored 
that the district wants to ter- 
minate it and it seems to be 
true regarding the manner in 
which they handle this particu- 
lar program. 

First of all, the Park District 
distributes schedules for these 
men to follow pertaining t o 
where they will play and at 
what time. The district office 
then, starts switching these 
games around and everything 
becomes really confusing. 

Now, these men have team 
sponsors who have to pay for 
their particular teams to par- 
ticipate in these leagues and 1, 
for one, believe they should 
start receiving a fair deal. 

I know of at least one in- 
stance which has angered play- 
ers and fans alike in which one 
particular team’ manager tele- 
phoned the park office to con- 
firm a playing date and place 

When the team arrived at the 
school designated, however—to 
the surprise of the teams and a 
Grigsby school official who was 
taking tickets for a Grigsby 
school basketball game—they 
learned that they could not use 
the gymnasium for that par- 
ticular night. 

There have been telephone 
calls made to the Park District 
office and the people calling 
the office are given the same 
old run-around. I believe some- 
thing should be done about this 
situation and I hope this letter 
will start the wheels turning.

“Is becoming so| serious a prob- 
lem, that I feel it is my duty as 
a pharmacist, the drug and 
medicine dispenser of the health 
team, to explain to the public 
and particularly to the youth of 
our city, how dangerous itis to 
experiment with them in search 
of unusual experiences and 
psychodelic ‘thrills that can 
cause lasting harm. 

“While the information in 
these messages is authentic,” 
the druggist added, “they are 
written particularly to give the 
younger generation information 
that should influence them to 
realize how dangerous can be 
the after-effects of smoking 

“pot,” taking a “trip” with 
LSD, experimenting with “goof 
balls” and other illicit barbitu- 
arates. And finally they discuss 
the truly addictive. narcotics, 
especially heroin. 

“It is reported that from 
grammar school up, even chil- 
dren are experimenting with 
these dangerous drugs, in- 
fluenced by their older friends, 
who in turn are urged by the 
drug “pushers” to advance to 
the more addictive narcotics.” 

Schuler urged the readers to 
save each of these 13 Drug 
Abuse messages and make cer- 
tain that every member of the 
family reads them.
